On January 9, 1989 at approximately 1049 hours R/I's tardi and Hosteny responded to the area of 8301 S. Kean Avenue - 


regarding a found body’.

The Medical Examiners Office was notified and authorized removal of the body. Removed from the right rear pocket of the 
victim was a blue. comb and black nylon wallet. Further examination of the wallet revealed personal papers and a Texas 
drivers license issued to a Mark Lee tilton 8-27-57. The photo on the license was that of the body. Roberts Park Fire 
Department transported the body to Palos Hospital. All evidence collected at the scene was recovered and tagged. 


At the hospital the body was examined and pronounced dead at 1300 hours by Dr Shriver. Examination of the body revealed }- 
the exterior body temperature to be 38 degrees F. Additional photographs were taken at the hospital by R/I's, specifically 
to three small indentations on the neck. The M.E. was notified and requested the body be transported to their facility, 
case # 195 Jan 89. 


At approximately 1600 hours the victims mother Josephine Tilton was notified of the death by R/I. Identifying marks 
and tattoos were consistent with that of the deceased.

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On January 11, 1989 at 1000 hours R/I's Tardi and Hosteny responded to District Auto Body to process the vehicle towed 


on 1/10/89 at 7801 Suburban Lane regarding a death investigation. The entire vehicle a 1977 Dodge Ram Charger Illinois 


registration CJ8563, Vin# Al1OBF7S168391 was photographed and processed for evidence. The passanger side front grill area 


including the turning lens was damaged. The lens itself was missing. The bulb appeared to be new in comparison with the 


drivers side bulb. The hood on the passanger side was creased in the front and and indentation was obvious ontop. Also 


visible was a sked type mark ontop of said hood. Connected to the skid mark were visible fibers. Connected to the crease 


in the front of the hood were additional visible fibers. All of the fibers were collected by R/I as evidence. The 
passanger-side front inner fender well was bent/damaged causing it to rub on the front passanger wheel. It was also

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During the course of the investigation into the death of Mark L.. Tilton R/I interviewed 


a subject who provided infomation concerning the death. On 12 Jan 89 at 1230hours R/I 


interviewed Samuel Citro (M/W 11/23/65) at the Hickory Hills Police Dept. Citro stated that 


he was with Martin Myers saturday evening and following is a account of that period of time; 


Citro stated that Myers called him on Saturday 7 Jan 89 at approx 1 o'clock in the afternoon 
and asked him to come over. Citro told him he would come over later. 


Citro Called Myers back at 6:30 pm and Myers told him he needed a ride as he had hit a tree.

Hotwagner said the guy they hit was the guy staying at Kims house one 
night. Myers said it was "one of Kims cocaine friends". Myers continued to say that he was 
at the Grove Bar on New Years. This guy was at the Bar and they exchanged words. After the 
guy left Myers said he went out after him. Myers stated he grabbed him and they started 
wrestling on the ground when Hotwagner kicked the guy in the face. Myers said"Kim called me 
and said she heard he got his ass kicked". Myers told her that the guy had his fingers in my 
eye and we were rolloing arround on the ground when Johnny kicked him. in the face: 


- Hotwagner aaa on to say "the guy deserved it, we drove past him three.or four times;-if' he 
didn't know by then". Citro asked . "how bad did you hit him"? To which Hotwagner stated 
"I put. my head down and saw him bounce over the hood of the truck". 


Citro stated they kept driving arround going past Kims house and parked in Hotwagners grandmother 
driveway on l1lith. Citro further stated that they got out of the car on foot and cut thru 
Johns yard towards Kims house. Citro said Myers wanted to break the windows at Kims house and 
he had some rocks to do it with. Citro said he taiked him out of it and theyleft Kims driving 
past the trailer court again before heading to the Grove Bar. 


Citro asked Myers who the guy was that he hit. Myers responded by saying "that was our wino 
buddy who was at Kims house one night. Kim said she was letting him spend the night because 
it was cold". Myers sarcastically said "yeah spend the night". 
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On the way back to the Grove Myers said "why are we looking for them, let them come to 


us". Citro said "lets stop in and have a few beers". Myers repeated "let them come to 


us". 
Citro stated that as they continued driving towards the Grove Bar Hotwagner told him "this 


is where we first saw the asshole". Hotwagner pointed to a area on 87th street approx. 
Citro siad that he turned north on Kean from 87th street and asked them where it happened.
